commercial buildings, schools, 
apartment houses and homes.

tide 
has 
turned

architecture. Newer buildings 
on the drawing boards have 
somewhat sm aller glass areas 
and a more traditional look. 
But that alone isn't going to 
accomplish

deal. 
Already, too many glass walled 
structures

whose window sizes have been

Gerald R. Ford has been true 
to his word that he would hold 
news conferences on a regular 
basis, at least every two weeks. 
Ford 
has 
had 
ll 
news 
conferences since he became 
President Aug. 9. At that rate, 
by the end of the ye3* he will 
be 
far 
ahead 
of 
former 
President Richard M. Nixon, 
who hel I three news confer­ 
ences during his last seven 
months in office. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt held 
the most news conferences— 
two a week in the Oval Office 
when the White House press 
corps was a more closely knit 
group 
and 
there 
were 
no 
television cameras. 
National crises did not stop 
Roosevelt 
from 
holding 
the 
news conferences, but he was 
always in total command and 
openly rebuked a reporter for 
asking 
a 
provocative or 
in­ 
sinuating 
question 
he 
didn’t 
want to answer. 
H arry S. Truman also held 
lively news conferences on a 
regular basis, and they often 
produced 
headline-m aking 
news. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
held news conferences on a 
frequent basis too, although he 
did not relish them and they 
were 
taped 
for 
showing 
on 
television later. 
John F. Kennedy held the 
first 
live 
television 
news 
conferences and 
captured 
a 
national 
audience 
for 
such 
events. He genuinely appeared 
to 
enjoy 
the 
sessions 
with 
reporters. 
Lyndon B. Johnson was more 
in the tradition of Nixon. He 
appeared to resent the intrusion 
of news conferences and always 
felt that news something he 
would announce on his own 
terms at his own timing. f 
All of Nixon’s predecessors 
held more press conferences 
than the former President, who 
averaged seven a year during 
his five years in office. 
Nixon said at the outset he 
would hold news conferences 
“ when 
it 
is 
in 
the 
public 
interest.” Under those terms he 
almost succeeded in wiping out 
the 
news 
conference 
as 
an 
institution that makes govern­ 
ment officials accountable. 
After 25 years on Capitol Hill 
as 
congressman 
and

House leader, Ford has wel­ 
comed 
rather 
than 
avoided 
reporters. He has carried over 
his easy informal style to the

House 
and seems

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home at the podium. When he 
is asked tough questions he 
does not bridle or take them 
personally. 


Even if he chafes under what 
he considers an unfair question,

feedback to the White House 
press room. It is pretty clear 
Ford takes the press interroga­ 
tion in stride. 


He fields the questions with 
cordiality and like most presi­ 
dents often filibusters some of 
the tougher ones. He has stock 
answers such as “ it would not 
be appropriate,” if asked to 
discuss whether

govern­ 
ment has ever contemplated or

have 
the 
C IA 
assassinate foreign leaders. 


On 
important 
international 
matters, where

On the other hand, he has 
answered some questions most 
frankly, including his admissi • i 
that the United States poured

Salvador Allende. 


On the whole Ford has erased 
the 
atmosphere 
of 
hostility 
which hung in the White House 
press room during the last days 
of the Nixon administration.

THE BOYS CLUB 
Throughout the country, whether the locale be big 
city, suburbia or small town, juvenile delinquency once 
more is skyrocketing. Here are a few frightening 
statistics compiled by Boys’ Clubs of America: 
The arrest rate for juvenile crime has m ore than 
doubled during the past IO years, with last year’s rate 
zooming more than 124 per cent. 
More crimes of violence are now committed by 
juveniles under the age of 15 than by adults over 25.

Concerned, as other youth-serving agencies are, over 
mushrooming anti-social, anti-establishment, behavior 
among today’s young people, the Boys’ Clubs of America 
has now become the standard bearer among these 
agencies in a war — “One War Everyone Is F or” . It’s a 
war for a better world for — indeed, the survival of — our 
only next generation. As the Boys’ Clubs point out, 
everyone should enlist in this “war for effective systems,

It follows, then, that all of society should give the 
proper recognition to the millions of “good kids” who are 
a boon to, rather than a burden on society. As the 1,100

youngsters during National Boys’ Club Week, we in turn 
salute the Boys’ Clubs of America. 
Where good boys are concerned, Boys’ Clubs help them 
stay that way. If youngsters are lost or misdirected, Boys’ 
Clubs know how important it is to “Get To them Before 
The Street Does.” With your help they will continue to do 
so.

When the paycheck stops and 
bills come due, what do you 
do? 
Talk with your banker, the 
utility company credit manager 
and 
others 
who 
are 
in 
position to help. 
Never mind those old-time 
dramas showing bankers sneer 
ingly twisting mustaches while 
threatening eviction. 
Modern bankers and credit 
managers want to help. The 
key is talking. 
Paul J. O’Brien said so in 
response to a question about 
strategy when one can’t pay the 
mortgage and other bills. 
O’Brien is chairman of the 
Housing 
and 
Real 
Estate 
Finance Division of the Ameri 
can Bankers Association. 
“A family who sees potential 
financial 
difficulties 
should 
consult with its banker immedi­ 
ately and not wait until an 
emergency of disaster propor­ 
tions develops,” O’Brien said. 
There are three things to 
keep in mind: 
Talk before your financial 
crunch fully develops. Your 
banker may be able to help you 
over the rough spots if he has 
advance notice. 
Level. Be realistic about your 
personal economic future and 
employment outlook. 


Don’t just go to the bank, 
make a long face and say you 
won’t be able to pay your 
mortgage or car loan. Gather 
major monthly bills, mortgage 
records, 
credit 
card 
debts, 
business records. It’s something 
like going for an income tax 
audit. Without all the financial 
facts, the banker won’t be able 
to help you work out a viable 
plan. 


Other alternatives to just 
letting 
things go, damaging 
your credit record or plunging 
more deeply into debt depend 
on the particular bank. 


Some banks may allow you to 
make alternate mortgage pay­ 
ments for a year or two. after 
which you make up the deficit 
when income picks up. 


Another option outlined by 
O’Brien “is to reduce monthly 
mortgage payments by paying 
only the interest on the loan 
with the difference being added 
later, or at the maturity date of 
the loan.” 
Still another plan perm its 
refinancing installment loans 
for 
cars, 
appliances, 
home 
improvements and college tui­ 
tion. 
Refinancing 
usually 
reduces the size of the monthly 
payment. 
A survival plan put forth by 
Girard Bank of Philadelphia 
provides up to six months relief 
in meeting loan obligations for 
persons 
temporarily 
out 
of 
work. 
Each 
case 
is 
considered 
individually. The choices in­ 
clude refinancing of the exist­ 
ing loan, extension of up to 90 
days with no principal p ay ­ 
ments required, or a combina­ 
tion 
of 
extension 
and 
refinancing. 
Other help may be on the 
way. Congressional support is 
growing for new laws to help 
homeowners who lose their jobs 
due to the recession. 
Almost IOO solons have joined 
Rep. Thomas L. Ashley, D- 
Ohio, in sponsoring HR 34. This 
bill would authorize the Secre­ 
tary of Housing and Urban 
Development to make loans of

to

plan,

embryonic stage, proposes gov­ 
ernm ent 
mortgage-payment 
loans for up to two years. The 
amount lent each month would 
vary 
with

financial circumstances 
The loans would be applied to 
the 
mortgage principal 
and 
interest. 
A sim ilar bill is expected to 
be introduced in the Senate. 
Mortgage delinquencies usu­ 
ally hit their peak about three 
to six months after the national 
unemployment rate stops clim ­ 
bing 
Thirty-five million American 
homes are mortgaged. About 
.1 per cent are delinquent.

Reagan Friends Trying To 
Mount Presidential Potential

trying now to line up delegates 
to 
support 
him 
for 
the 
presidential nomination at the 
1976 
Republican 
convention, 
administration political strate­ 
gists said today. 
President Ford has ordered 
his political lieutenants to let 
the Reagan forces have their 
fun for the time being, the 
strategists said. 
(In Denver, Robert C. Walk­ 
er, a Reagan strategist, was 
reached by UPI by telephone. 
Asked if Reagan’s men were 
soliciting delegates, he said: “I 
heard nothing about that. I 
don’t know anything about it.” 
Had he heard it discussed? 
“N o ” ) 
The administration strategists 
said the President has told his 
aides to stay out of jockeying 
for power in the state and local 
Republican organizations. 
For Ford does not fret about 
his chances of getting the GOP 
nomination for president, the 
sources said. Nor does he fear 
Reagan 
or 
any 
significant 
number of Republican right­ 
wingers will bolt and form a 
third party. 
Robert T. Hartmann, counsel­ 
lor to the President and Ford’s 
key political adviser, attended 
a 
meeting 
of 
Republican 
governors recently and listened 
to one describe the Reagan 
“threat.” Hartmann shook his 
head. 
“ At 
the 
1976 
Republican 
National Convention, Gerald R. 
F ord will be nom inated for 


president by acclamation or by 
default,” Hartmann told the 
governors. 
For in Ford-Hartmann eyes, 
the 
decisive 
factor 
in 
the 
making of the President in 1976 
will not be what the former 
California governor does, not 
what 
the 
GOP 
“kamikazi 
conservatives” do about their 
third party grumbling, and not 
even whether Vice President 
Nelson Rockefeller is trans­ 
formed from a bogeyman to 
conservatives into a source of 
support for middle-of-the-roa­ 
ders. 
The decisive factor of 1976 in 
White House eyes will be the 
state of America’s economy. 
If the recession worsens, woe 
betide Ford’s —or any other 
Republican 
nom inee’s 
— 
chances of beating the Demo­ 
crats. 
But 
if 
the 
economy 
improves —and Ford believes it 
will —then his chances of a 
November 
1976 
presidential 
election victory are very high. 
In Hartm ann’s terms, a good 
economic picture for America 
means 
a 
GOP 
presidential 
nomination for Ford by accla­

Secret Service Maintains 


Files On All Activists 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Secret Service maintains files 
not only on persons who have- 
threatened the President, but 
also on political activists who 
might disrupt his public ap 
pearances. 
A high Secret Service official 
testified Thursday the agency 
maintains files on 47,000 per­ 
sons, including 300 “hard core” 
individuals who are sometimes 
under surveillance because they 
pose a serious threat to the 
President’s safety. 


David MacDonald, assistant 
treasury secretary for enfor­ 
cement, told a House subcom­ 
mittee the names on the Secret 
Service list have been substan­ 
tially reduced from 500,000 at 
the tim e P resident John F. 
Kennedy was assassinated. 


Rep. Bella Abzug, D N Y . , 
chairman of the Government 
Operations 
subcommittee 
on 
individual rights, charged the 
Secret Service "put people on 


the list just because they were 
political activists.” 
MacDonald said there had to 
be 
reasons 
in 
addition 
to 
political activities to get on the 
list. 
Mrs. Abzug said she submit­ 
ted the names of 20 antiwar 
activists, picked at random, to 
the Secret Service. None had 
criminal 
or 
mental 
illness 
records, but most had been 
arrested in antiwar demonstra­ 
tions, but were acquitted. 
All 20 were on the list she 
said.

IRS Tax Ruling Catches Up 
With Sen. Hubert Humphrey

Revenue Service ruling and will 
pay back taxes on the nearly 
$200,000 he deducted for giving

“We’re working on designs 
which would provide far more 
illumination 
than 
fluorescent 
and can be far more decorati­ 
ve,” he said. 
Stern said neon used to be 
highly visible —signs advertis­ 
ing the Packard automobile in 
1923 in Los Angeles caused 
traffic jams. At the end of 
World War II there were 5,000 
shops. But that was in the 
1940s. 
“There are now about 200. Of 
the 200 they probably have one 
glass bender coming in one day 
a week and the dust is three 
inches 
thick 
when 
he 
gets 
there.” A glass bender molds 
the neon tubing into endless 
shapes. 
Stern, 39, who has worked in 
light projections and video for 
15 years, said sign companies 
helped bury the neon industry. 
They tell prospective customers 
neon is the “old look,” and the 
future lies in incandescents.

sign companies suc­ 
ceeded 
in 
putting 
out 
of 
business 
many of the

that were able to combine the

Neon also caught the brunt of

so neon is blamed. But any 
frame of that picture contains 
less than two per cent neon — 
the rest is garbage.” 
But now, the neon revival is 
under way.
